Last week it our privilege, 
Says the Oshawa Telegram, to visit 
‘West Durham, possibly the most 

|jfamous apple district of Canada. 
Everywhere are orchards and in the 
county there must be thousands and 
thousands of frait trees. There Is a 
strong organization of the fruit 
gtowers of the district, the Northum- 
berland and Durham Apple Growers’ 
Association. The Association has 
two shipping warehouses, one on the 
C.P.R. near Newcastle, the other in 
the village on the G.T.R. s 
Our first visit was to the farm of 
Mr. W. A. Gibson. He has about 100 
acres of apple orchards and 10 acres 
of pears.and cherries. Last ycar he 
shipped 4,000 barrels from the apple 
‘trees. On his farm the early vari- 
os eties are good; the Duchess and the 

Wealthy will be a good yield. The 
Spys and Baldwins are light, but 
about 75 per cent. of the Ben Davis 
trees will bear.. Nearly all the Spy 
trees, twenty to forty years old, had 
not a blossom on. His crop this 
year will be about the same as last, 
4,000 barrels, but had It been a good 
yield it would have been double that 
number. # : 

Mr. Gibson said fruit crop near 
lake was very poor, but farther back 
it was very good. The crops are 
also’ very backward because of the 
lack of rain. The showers hare been 
mostly local and the ‘only shower in 
weeks was a rain on Sunday night 
last. In all the churches of the dis- 
trict prayers were offered for rain. 

The apple growers of the district 
are seriously handicapped this year 
owing to the shortage of barrels in 
which to ship their fruit. Mr. Gth- 
son, with some of the other apple 
growers of the district, purchased 

=}stock for 10,000 barrels and it was 
being “made up By three coopers in 
the Association’s warehouse. © After 
5,000 barrels had been made up, the 
three men took sick and laid off. It 
is impossible to find a cooper any- 
where in the Province and the ques- 
tion of containers. is a serious one. 
Last year Mr. Gibson purchased 8,000 
boxes from British Columbia; but 
these took over two months to come 
across the continent and the freight 
is also a serious factor. .

Its bulging tops 
are called thunder peaks or thunder 
heads, and they are responsible for 
the lightning, the heaviness of rain- 
fall and the hall we sometimes have 
in midsummer, : 4 

The energy of a thunderstorm is 
amazing, says a writer in Popular 
Mechanics. A single great cloud may 
contain billions of pounds of water 
Vapor. The flashes of lightning from 
cloud to cloud are sometimes twenty 
miles in length, and when we stop to 
think that it takes a current of 15,- 
000 volts pressure to. produce a spark 
an inch long. we can only wonder at 
the approximate amount of electri- 
city involved in a single flash. 

Sometimes the wind of a thunder- 
cloud or the “squall,” as it is called 
is violent enough to level trees; and 
is improperly called. a tornado. 
There is a big difference. A tornado 
is a violent. whirlpool of air that 
Sweeps across the country and twists 
Off trees and roofs in Its path. The 
wind from a thunderstorm blows 
straight away from the storm and 
and never twists. The tornado fs 
always dangerous, while the wind 
from a thunderstorm is only 
occasionally dangerous.

Ie is hardly conceivable that we 
have among our well-to-do property 
owners any such type of penny-grab- 
bers, yet the result of the effort to 
secure the use of Idle land proved 
only too conclusively that poor peo- 
ple could not secure the use of such 
property without agreeing to compen- 

te the owners to the extent of the 
taxes, 

Ie is diMeult to imagine by what 
Process of mental reasoning the 
owner of a piece of land that is va- 
cant and idle would see in the pres- 
ent emergency an opportunity to pan- 
handle a few dollars from people of 
moderate means who were willing 
to add to the country’s production. 
It is only too evident that a great 
many people are not aware of the 
situation confronting Canada so far 
as the production.of food supplies 
is concerned. There was never a 
time even during the war when there 
was a greater need for increased 
production than there is this year; 
yet in the face of this condition, 
and despite the demand for land by 
people who are willing to help in 
the work of produetion, we have the 
sorry and reprehensible spectacle of 


land-ownere “standing. ‘with |; their 
hands ot for one of; the smallest 
forms of petty-graft ‘that hag. come 
to light Ina long while. we ate 
This latest proof of the lack of co- 
operation in many local undertak- 
ings ig more than ordinarily deplor- 
able because it affects an economic 
condition that is most’ far-reaching 
in its effects. No doubt people who 
have refused to give the use of their 
land without remuneration intend to 
do the right thing by the community 
and the country, but most of us are 
familiar with the location of the re- 
ion that is paved with good inten- 
tions and which availeth man noth- 
ing. It {is particularly unfortunate 
that In this instance where increas- 
ed production means so much to the 
country, that the unwillingness to 
help and serve should have been so 
unmistakably branded with the dol- 
lar sign. i

The results showed that the stu- 
dents are at their maximum effic- 
fency between 10 and 11 a.m. at 
their lowest about 1 p.m:, are fairly 
high about 3 p.m. and decline rapid- 
ly In the rest of the afternoon. 

Dr. Gates comments that this 
shows that many students select the 
wrong time for work, the conclusion 
being that one's subjective feelings 
with regard to the time of greatest 
efficiency are not reliable indications 
of real efficiency.

May be Solution 


Enougn Available in Western States" 
to Keep 100 Ret: Busy ; 
800 Years 


The alarming and rapid depletion 
of America’s petroleum supply, which 
threatens soon to put the United 
States out of the running as an oil- 
producer, is visualized only as.a 
temporary embarrassment by Pro- 
fessor Victor C. Alderson, dean of 
the Colorado School of Mines. 

“Our salvation les not in draw- 
ing petroleum from oil fields, which 
are rapidly playing out, but from an 
industrial process of ‘cooking’ pet- 
roleum from shale, which abounds 
at the very surface in Inexhaustible 
quantity in !Colorado and other 
Western States,” sald Professor Al- 
derson. 

“This country must look its oil 
situation in the face. Last year the 
United tSates produced 366,000,000 
barrels of crude petroleum and con- 
sumed 436,000,000 barrels, a short-' 
age of 70,000,000, provided in part 
by importation from Mexico and 
drawing from reserve storage. 

“The price of crude oil is. today 
the highest In history. Before the 
war Pennslyvania crude oil sold for 
$3,a barrel, It now sells for $6.10 
a barrel. Mld-continental ofl from 


orado and Utah alone,” declared the 
professor, “exists in tremendous and 
unlimited quantities. In Colorado 
there is enough of it immediately 
available for 100 retort plants using 
2,000 tons a day to work 300 Fane, 
There is seven times as much avail 
able oll to a square _mile from a 10- 
foot veln of oil shale as has been 
produced or will be produced from a 
square mile of proven oil ground. 
The shale crops out of the surface 
of the ground fn strata form. There 
is so much of it above the surface 
that we need not worry about the 
lower levels. Digging for it would 
be useless expense.” 

“It should not be imagined that 
oll shale produces petroleum by sim- 
ply compressing it,”” Professor Alder- 
son explained. “The rock does not 
contain ofl az such, but the constit- 
uents of oll—the carbon and hydro- 
gen. There already are thirty pro- 
cesses for heating or cooking shale 
in experimental stages. Oil shale 
\miust'be treated in retorts which ap- 
ply uniform heat, and the process ts 
still having its technical dimculties, 
not in the production, but In the best 
method of producing the maximum 
amount of good oil.”

Thereupon the Curtis boy promptly and Prophetically displayed ev- 
idence of acumen. He went.to the business manager of the paper and 
pointed out to him that acros$ the river was Fort Preble and that in the 
fort were many soldiers.

Could 
he hare that territory and could he havea reasonable number of papers 
on credit? Ho could; and arriving at the fort he sold his papers at five 
cents a copy as fast as he could hand them out. It was war time, and 
we are toldijhat Curtis was crying newspapers in the streets of Portland 
when Lincoln was shot. 

There followed several years of ups and downs in his career as a smal! 
printer and publisher in Portland and in Boston, where the future creator 
of the Curtis Publishing Company migrated in 1869. In Boston he first 
got employment {n'a dry goods store “behind the counter” and might have 
become a merchant prince but for the fact that the love of printer’s ink 
Was still strong In him. 

By 1876—the year of thé Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia— 
he had married and gone to Philadelphia, where he launched a four-page 
sheet called the Tribune and Farmer, of which Cyrus Curtis was editor, 
advertising solicitor, subscription manager, and handy man generally. In 
it his wife was/naturally much interested, and, womanlike, read the yom- 
an's page. It gave her much amusement and considerable opportunity to 
criticize, i : 

“Who wrote this?” she would ask now and then. 

Usually her husband would reply: “I did. Why?” 

“It's so utterly ridiculous,” she would reply. This criticism continued 

_until Mrs. Curtis was told, in a challenging way, that if she knew so much 
of what was wrong and what was right about 2 woman's Page maybe she 
could get out a better one than he was producing. She sald she could— 
and she did. What-is more, she produced so good a woman's Page that 
soon it becamo a prominent feature of the publication, out of which was 
evolved the Ladies’ Home Journal. 

In developing this and his other magarine properties, we read, there 
have been times when the presiding genius of the Curtis publications has 
assumed heavy risks and times when he had to borrow great sums of 
money or obtain large credits. There aré incidents in this connection that 

»- are interesting. At one time he wished to spend heavily on an advertis- 
ing campaign. He went to N. W. Ayer.and Son, and explained his plan 
for increasing the size of his paper, raising the price and doing a lot of 
national advertising. He wanted $200.000 on credit. The advertising man | 
had firm faith in the publisher and told him the credit would be extended.

The Plans for Reparation. 


The German reparations plan is 
in three parts, It was submitted to 
jthe conference with the understand- 
Jing that it must he accepted as a 
whole. The plan follows: 

Part 1, section 1—The German 
government considers that the pur; 
pose of the Present negotiationg is 
{to make ‘a final settlement of thelr 
entire obligations for reparations. 

Section 2—The German govern- 
ment, knowing that it is obliged, un- 
der the treaty, to pay‘on May 1, 1920, 
20,000,000,000 gold marks, considers 
that it has already paid not only that 
sum, but a much higher one, accord- 
ing to its accounts. 

Section 3 sets forth that, in pro- 
viding for the future, the German 
government would be unable to ful- 
fil its obligations unless the German 
budget can be balanced. 

‘| Section 4 provides that the meas- 
ure of Germany's ability to pay, ow- 
ing to her weakened economic struct- 
Ure, requires that she should have 
necessary food, fodder, fertilizers 
and other raw materials. 

Bection 5. names the Principles up- 
on which the German government 
Considers its payments should - be 
regulated (a) by annuities: (b) an- 
nulties to be limited to thirty years.

Albino people are rather rare In 
this country, but not so much so in 
other parts of the world. In-New 
Guinea ts a race of albinoes whose 
skin varies In color from pink-white 
to a whitish-brown. In Bolivia there 
is a similar tribe from whom has 
grown up the legend of the White 
Indians. r 

Birds give frequent examples of 
albinism. You find albino jackdaws, 
rooks, blackbirds and even swallows. 
Stranger still, there are albino fish. 
A race of albino trout has been pro- 
duced in America and. found to breed

Many boys in Canada have heard 
at least one of Mr. Statten's “‘pepped- 
up, knock-out speeches,” as someone 
called them, but some have not; for 
their benefi: I am golng to give you 
a few selections from an address of 
Mr. Statten’s given some time ago 
to the boys of the St. Thomas Col- 
legiate Inetitute.

Famous Botanist

Prof. John Macoun, Native of Belle- 
ville, Died Yesterday. 


Prof. John Macoun, one of Can- 
ada’s leading botanists, and for many 








away yesterday at his home in Syd- 
ney, B.C. Hoe was ninety years old, 
and was known from coast to coast 
as one of the great contributors to 
the science of botany, and one who 
fn collaboration with his son, the 
late M. J. Macoun, formerly of this 
city and, latterly of Ottawa, had an- 
alyzed’ aha“ distinguished some 100,- 
000 specimens of the fiora of Canad2.

ellevilie passed the century 
B= four years ago. It was 

in 1816 that Sarveyor Wil- 
mot laid it out in town lots and it 
recelved ite present name. But 
there had been an Indian village at 
the mouth of the Mofra long prior to 
that date. There were also a num- 
ber of settlera’ homes clustered 
about the place before the dawn of 
the last century. 

In 1787 Louis Kotte surveyed the 
township of Thurlow, In those days 
known as “Nuitte Town,” 

Lot No. 4 of the Township of 
Thurlow was blocked off as an In- 
dian burylng-ground. Lot No, 4 Is 
now incorporated In that part of 
Belleville extending from the east 
bank of the river to Church street. 

Upon this site (Lot 4) Surveyor 
Wilmot In the year 1316 laid out a 
village to give regularity to the set- 
tlers’ home already being grouped 
along the banks of the river. This 
village was later to develop Into the 
present City of Belleville.

‘Later on 
Harry Corby purchased a fine steam 
yacht, which carried many jovial 
parties down our beautiful bay. C. 
J. Starling also had for several 
years a steam yacht. 
best and largest steam yachts was 
owned by Mr. T. S. Carman, 

We had many Jolly. trips upon that 
boat. I was one of a party which 
spent ten days cruising. Arriving at 
home, we tied the steamer to the 
wharf and all hands went on Shore. 
In about one hour the steamer had 
taken fire, and burned to the water's 


edge. s 
Judge Sherwood had’ a fine yacht 
here, called the ‘‘Rivit.” Nothing 


pleased the Judge better than a trip 
down the bay. Robert Roy also had 
a fine salling yacht. I had a pilot 
boat carrying three masts. The sails 


were sprit sails. Lobg rounged 
sticks with a rope loop at the top 
of the sail, was called @ sprit. We 


almply placed the one! end of the 
sprit in a rope 
sail, and placed the, other end in a 
similar loop. The Sa!l would thus 
be spread without any trouble in 
setting it. This boat was used in 
Quebec by pilots going out to meet 
incoming vessels, which were by law 
obliged to have pilots: Subsequently 
I changed her sig into a sloop, with 
mainsail and jib. We freqnently 
went down the bay and river to the 
Thousand Islands.’ 

Mr. Alex. Tisdale built for me a 
boat called a “‘caterman.” This boat 
was built as similar boats of that 
name in the east. It was two skiffs, 
with five-foot beams bolted at each 
end to a skiff. Upon these “was built 
a circular deck, with two-foot rail- 
ings. This boat would comfortably 
carry about twelve persons. Having 
no centreboard, she would make lee- 
way. 
sail very fast. ’ 

Mr: C. P. Holton and myself em- 
ployed Captain Cuthbert to build the 
sloop “Atlanta”, to be safled in com- 
petition for the Américas Cup, the 
same competition now engaged in by 
“Shamrock IV." and the “Resolute.” 
We incurred great expenses in the 
effort to win the cup for Canada. 
Cuthbert always contended that the 
“Atlanta” Jost the race by practised 
fraud. Not being present, I know 
nothing of the circumstances alleg- 
ed by Cuthbert.

Navy League Overseas Relief Fund has enabled us to do under 
actual pressure of war. When, very shortly after the battle 
of Jutland, the Navy League began to receive very large 
sums from its overseas branches, the question of administration 
had to be decided, and the committee having got into touch with 
the Royal Naval Friendly Union of Sailors’ Wives, invited 
them to form a Ladies’ Advisory Committee, certain members} 
of which were also elected to serve on the Navy League Over- 
seas Fund General Committee. "The Royal Naval Friendly Un- 
ion of Sallors’ Wives had from the very earliest days of the 
war arranged with the Admiralty to supply them with complete 
lists of the naval casualties, together with the addresses of the 
next of kin, and were already in touch with large numbers of 
them, doing their best to help them by information and advice, 
and by means of any smal! resources at their disposal.

suitable agencies, requesting them to visit dependents, and re- 
port to the Ladies” Committee if there was any need of help. In 
addition to this method getting into touch the Navy League Ov- 
erseas Committee arranged with the Admiralty to enclose, with 
the notificatiom of any man's death, a leaflet giving the address 
of the Overseas Relief Fund, and stating its objects. By these 
two methods we felt that every eligible person for benefit under 
the Fund ought without fail to be made aware of its existerice. 
Those who applied personally, wrote direct to the Navy League 
office, where the necessary correspondence was dealt with by 
the special Overseas Fund staff, and those who were visited by 
War Pensions Committee, where voluntary workers undertook 
that section of the Ladies’ Advisory Committee for officers’ 
wiveg of the Royal Navy or special cases in which a large out- 
lay was required, were considered and decided at the month- 
‘y meetings of the General Overseas Fund Committee, but all 
the ordinary cases, by whichever method this correspondence 
had been dealt with, were ultimately brought to the Ladies Ad- 
visory Committee for final discussion and award of grants, and 
for decision as to how such grants were to be applied. This 
committee met once or twice a week, according to the number 
of cases to be decided. \ : 

_ At first everyone's thoughts turned chiefly to the widows, 
who had lost the very mainspring of their homes, and were 
left in a@ tragic loneliness, often with small children to bring 
up, and many of them did indeed require not only sympathy 
but material help, for if in addition to the shock of the terrible 
news, there was sickness or any special emergency, the margin 
of income was often insufficient to meet the need, and a_ strug- 
gle began just when there was least strength to face it. These 
widows were helped by wéekly allowances, by payment of ex- 
penses when posthumous confinements took place, by arranging 
for a period of rest or change to help them through the first 
Delicate children were sent to convalescent 
homes, or to relatives in the country; clothing. was provided 
when necessary, and extra nourishment or medical treatment 
paid for. Later on, when after six months, the widow's sep- 
aration allowance was replaced by her permanent grants. In 
cases where widows were able to think of occupation, many 
received training of varioug kinds, such as in maternity nursing, 
leather work, machining. blouse-making, etc., while for others 
good employment of a daily character was found in Govern- 
ment offices, allowing their plenty of time to see after their 
children, and yet to supplement their incomes by earning. 

In Portsmouth, a home industry training centre for sail- 
ors’ wiodws was started by Lady Bradford, and has proved such 
a success that it may possibly be the first of many such centres. 
This was assisted by grants from the Overseas Fund, and it is 
now almost self-supporting. 

But it was soon found that the widows were not the only 
ones who required help, but that mothers, aunts, sisters, and 
even invalid brothers of sailors often sustained even more seri- 
ous financial loss by the death of a sailor relative, than did the 
wives, for whereas a widow was always sure of a pension and 
obtained it without any interval after separation allowance ceas- 
ed, it was far_otherwise with those other dependents who had 
been wholly or partly supported by the men. In many instances 
these sons, nephews and brothers had simply remitted money, 
but had claimed.no separation allowance, the result being that 
the death of the man meant the abrupt and complete stoppage 
of all supplies, and’many months often elapsed before any 
pension was awarded. In such cases the Overseas Fund was 
simply invaluable and it lifted many a load of care from Weary 
shoulders. The allowance made was always carried on until 
permanent pension was obtained, or until children could earn, 
or some other provision was possible. 

An immense varfety of wants have been met, of which per- 
haps a few concrete examples out of over 600 cases helped, may 
give the best idea. 2 

Mrs. G., widow of a Royal Marine, at the time-of her hus- 
band’s death-has just discovered that her little boy, aged 5, had 
tubercular disease of the spine. He was condemned to splints 
and to lle on his back in a long chair. The boy and his moth- 
er were brought to London, where the child received special 
treatment, and after nearly a year he fs now free of his splints 
and far on the way to complete recovery, “This time last year 
I never thought to see him walk again,” said the mother, whose 
joy Is great to see her little boy running about once more. 

A. W., brother of a sailor whose life was lost, is a partly crip- 
pled lad, living in| London, for whom the doctor recomniended 
a country life. It was not easy for him to get work, but the 
Overseas Fund sent him to a big dairy farm, had him tought 
to milk cows, and then found him a capital place in the coun- 
try. :

a good violin, and is having him taught to play it. i 

Mrs, W., a mother who had herself lost a leg through an ac- 
cident, was supplied with a good artificial limb. 

T. C., an Irish crofter, returning semi-disabled to his home 
had his stable rebuilt, whilst another man had wire fencing pro- 
vided to protect the market-garden he was starting from the 
neighbors’ pigs and chickens. 

A family of five young children left orphaned by the death 
of Sdg-Seaman G. R. and his wife within a few weeks of each 
other, have been looked after and placed in’ good homes. 

Insurance could be multiplied, all differing from each 
other. Doctor bills have to be paid, mortgages reduced, furni-~ 
ture paid for, or removed toa new home, sewing-machines, knit- 
ting machines, tools, mangles, poultry, false teeth, spectacles. 
etc., etc. have been: provided; outfits have been given to boys 
going to see, or entering on a trade, and to girls going into do- 
mestic service, and “maintenance allowances,” has been paid 
to enable moys or girls to be apprenticed. 

‘ This brings us to one of the most important branches of the 
help given by the Overseas Fund, namely the educational. If 
there i: any evidence that the deceased man had helped to give 
his children an education superior to the normal, or if any child 
showed special ability, then the wishes of that man are carried 
out, and the talents of that child given every chance of full 
development. This branch of the work is of peculiar’ value to 
the widows of officers of the mercantile marine, who after being 
accustomed to a comfortable life, suddenly find themselves left 
with barely enough to live on. To give their children a good 
education is to them a matter of supreme importance, and would 
often be out of their power but for the Overseas Fund,,which not 
only pays the fees, but gives grants for books, clothing, travell- 
ing expenses, etc. 

The result of the whole work is that many thousands of 
people have cause to bless the donors of the Navy League Over- 
seag Relief Find, who have come so nobly to the rescue of the 
desolate families of those brave men, who by the sacrifice of 
their lives or their health, have kept free for us and for the world 
those mighty oceans, which do not part us from our kinsfolk 
overseas, but rather form the great pathway. by which we are 
brought near to each other. Words are feeble to express the 
gratitude we feel by this generous and practical sympathy, but 
from the depths of our hearts, and in the name of all the sailors’ 
wives and families in Great Britain, we thank you, one and all, 
for the help and comfort and hope renewed you have been the 
means of bringing to so many shadowed homes, and for all you 
have thereby done to strengthen the ties of understanding and 
affection between the Mother Country and the furthest portions 
of the Great Empire we all love and honor.

There are those—and they are the 
worst enemies of the Dominion— 
who have not hesitated to serve po- 
utieal interests by trying to set race 
against race and creed against creed. 
The people of Quebec have been rep- 
resented as disloyal, non-progressive, 
lackfag in enterprise, priest-ridden, 
joxclusive and hostile to the rest of 
jthe Dominton. How baseless all this 
is may be judged from a candid con- 
sideration of the facts. . 

The Pyovrince of’ Quebec at the 
ttme of Confederation was made by 
the founders of the Dominion end pi- 
Yotal province of the Confederation 
and it must always cqntinue as such. 
As Lord Shaughnessy has truly re- 
marked, the Province of Quebec will 
always be / the bulwark and the 
strongest support of confederation. 
It is therefore most essential that 
Quebec and its people should be prop 
erly understood by the people of all 
parts of the country. a 

In the first place it is important 
to remember that the people of Que- 
dec are the most essentially Canad- 
fan of all Canadians. Their ances- 
tors were the discoverers and colon- 
izers of Canada and the French-Can- 
adians have been rooted to the soil 
of Canada for over three centuries, 
It fs therefore only natural that the 
people of Quebec should regard all 
questions first and foremost from a 
purely Canadian viewpoint. They 
are blamed in some quarters for not 
being Imperialistic in thelr sympath- 
fes but it would be surely strange 
1{ such people were attracted to Im? 
perialistic schemes, They have been 
loyal and they are still loyal to Great 
Britain, because under the British 
flag they have enjoyed the utmost 
Nberty. More than once, as history 
shows, have they proved their loyal- 
ty, in fact, if Canada ts stl under 
the British Crown, it is due to the 
firmness of the French-Canadian al- 
legiance. But loyal though they are 
they recognize that Canada is en- 
titled to the most absolute autonomy 
and they are opposed to anything 
that will’ interfere In the slightest | 
degree with that autonomy. In the; 
Staunchness of their Canad‘anism 
they give a splendid example to the 
rest of the Dominion. 


In the second place, it Is Impor-| 
tant to remember that the French- 
Canadians are firmly attached to the 
Roman Catholic faith. What could 
be more natural. It was under thé 
Catholic faith thatthe country was 
discovered, colonized and Christlan- 
ized and when the French-Canadians 
at the time of the Cession were de- 
serted by their natural leaders, who 
returned to France, it was their de- 
voted priests who stood by them and 
Mterally carried the ark of thelr na- 
tionality through the wilderness of 
despair and desolation. The Roman 
Catholic priests have been the par- 
ental as well as the spiritual guides 
of thelr people. But to say that the 
people of Quebec are priest-ridden is 
to say what fs not the case. In spir- 
itual matters the French Canadians 
bows to cure but in temporal matters 
he retains a sturdy independence, as 
is shown whenever there are at- 
tempts made—now a very rare oc- 
currence—to Interfere with his poli- 
cal opinions. The Habitant, in fact, 
takes his religion from Rome but 
as far as politics and other worldy 
jmatters are concerned he thinks and 


@ numerous progeny and thus pre- 
serves the vitality of the race. Sure- 
ly these are characteristics that are 
deserving of praise rather than of

censure. To. those who 
them the people of Quebec are most 


hospitable, they are quick to appre- 


clate and reciprocate ‘good feeling. 
Ever courteous to the stranger, with 
their, hearts open to him and nothing 
that they have too good for him, 
The tree is known by its fruits 
and the best evidence of what the 
People of Quebec are is the position 
they occupy. In agriculture they 
are_at the head, and that the Pro- 
vince of Quebec was able to stand 
the strain of the great war better 
than any of the other provinces was 
due to the agricultural development 
and wealth of the province. In al} 
other lines, too, marked progress nas 
been made. It is sometimes said 
that the people of Quebec are slow. 
They are certainly slow in adopt- 
ing extreme measures, {fn uniting 
with destructive forces. They are 
conservative by tradition and habit 
but surely in days when radicalism 
is running rampant this is rather 
a virtue than a fault. Nor has the 
progress of Quebec been only on the 
material side} neither Mterature nor 
art have been neglected. A people 
who have produced a Phillippe Her- 
bert Im sculpture, a Henri Julien tn 
art, an Alban{ in song and a Cre- 
marie, a Frechette and a Garneau In 
letters, have no reason to be asham- 
ed. The works of the many distin- 
guished French-Canadian authors, 
which are comprisea tn the classic 
serles of Livres Canadiens, consti- 
tute a distinctive Iterature, that 
would be a credit to any people. And 
it Is in the purest of iFrench that 
those works are written, so-fine in 
this respect that several of them 
have been crowned by the French 
Academy. For, despite claims to the 
contrary there Is no patois in the 
Province of Quebec, the highest au- 
thorities have borne testimony to the 


| purity of the French spoken by the 


mass of the people. 


Strange Is it that a people with 
such yimirable tralts and enjoying 
such an enviable position should be 
so misunderstood in other. parts of 
the Dominion. For the sake of our 
national welfare and progress that 
Misunderstanding must be removed 
as speedily as possible. In the first 
Place, we will have to kill the ex- 
tremists—those men who knowingly 
and wilfully seek f> create racial dis- 
cord and national disunion. To kill 
them, that is to render their Influ- 
ence for evil negligible, we must 
have a union of all men of justice 
and good will. In the second place. 
we must enlighten the people of the 
rest of the Dominion as to the real 
Position of Quebec and Its people who 
tpust be made to appear as they are, 
not as the extremists and fanatics 
would like to have them pictured. 
In this connection there is a great 
opportunity In the educational field. 
To assure racial concord and nation- 
al unity for future, the rising gen- 
erations of Canada should be made 
to understand and respect one an- 
ether. If I had my way I would 
have French taught in every English 
school in the Dominion and English 
taught in. every French school as it 
is taught new in many of them. IT 
would have English-speaking Canad- 


fan boys and girls taught how much 
Canada owes to French-Canadians, 
to the early settlers and great colon- 
izers, and to the illustrious states- 
men such’ ag Papineau, LaFontaine, 
Gartier and Laurier. I would have 
the French-Canadian school children 
taught what great things Engiish- 
speaking Canadians in all parts of 
the Dominion have done. To assure 
& proper instrnction in this respect 
our histories will have to be re-writ- 
ten. The works of French-Canadian 
authors should also be made known 
to English-speaking Canadians and 
a kngwiledge of English-Canadian au- 
thors Imparted to the French-Can- 
adians. By such means a true na- 
tiorial spirit would be created. 

By such methods whg can doubt 
that much of the misunderstanding 
that at present prevails would dis- 
appear and that in time’ we would 
have a true national unity, based on 
mutual understanding, justice and 
fair play! 

The educational field is a most im- 
portant one but there are others, 
We need a more frequent exchange 
of visits between leading men of the 
various provinces. The benefits of 
personal contact cannot be exagger- 
ated and great good should be done 
In this way. But above all we must 
have a sincere desire on the part of 
all leaders of thought and all lovers 
of thelr country to bring about a bet- 
ter understanding. With such a de 
sire and with an earnest, effort to 
carry out some of the ideas that have 
been suggested*there should be no 
question of a happy result. 

What is most essential however, 
for English-speaking Canadians to 
understand Is that French-Canadians 
are by blood French and by their 
environment Canadian. They can- 
not be made anything else any mere 
than can a Scotchman, an Irishman, 
an Englishman or a Welshman. But 
that Is not to say the French-Cana- 
dians and English speaking Canad- 
fans cannot all work together in 
peace. and harmony for the welfare 
and aggrandizement of their com- 
mon country, As far as the French- 
Canadians are concerned—and it is 
an English-speaking Canadian who 
understands them who writes this— 
they certainly are not’ unreasonable 
in their demands. “This Canadian 
land ts our native land,” has said the 
Prime Minister of Quebec, Sir Lomer 
Gouln, “and we wish to Hve in It 
as the equals and the companions of 
our fellow citizens’of other origins, 
the friendly and loyal neighbors of 
those who surround us. We Intend 


to live in it, and we Intend fo | 


in it as our forefathers before us.

How many of my redders have even heard or read of the 
time when General Grant tumbled into the river at Pullman’s 
Island, opposite Alexandria Bay? Very few, probably, but sev- 
eral reputable persons who claimed at the-time to have been 
witnesses declared it to be a fact, and, although great efforts 
were made to suppress knowledge of the humiliating accident

to be tattled about the surrounding country, and to appear in 
more or less exaggerated form in partisan newspapers that were 
glad of an opportunity to belittle the general on account of his 
political faith. 

When at the time of the construction of the Thousand Is- 
land House at Alexandria Bay in 1872, Staples, its promoter and 
builder, made his famous prediction that he would live to see 
the shores and islands from Alexandria Bay to Clayton the 
location of a great summer city, the lands on which are now 
located Thousand/Island, Westminster, St. Lawrence Park and 
Fine View were cow pastures, the only buildings on the site 
being farmers’ residences. Round Island, or Frontenac, was 
cultivated as a farm, and Murray Hill and Grenell Parks were 
jungles of underbrush Inhabited by every species of ‘ferocious 
man-eating insects, known—to-this.northern climate. © 

With the completion of the Thousand Island House, the 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg railroad placed a boat on 
the river, the J. H¥ Kelly, afterwards renamed Islander, which 
[was burned a few years ago, to run from Cape Vincent, then 
the only railroad terminal along the river, to Alexandria Bay, 
the only stop between those ports being Clayton and passengers 
from along the river shores on Wellesley Island from the pres- 
ent location of Thousand Island Park and along the river de- 
sirous of connecting with Cape Vincent trains,“were taken out 
lin row boats to mid-channel, where the steamer would be halt- 
tod and muscular deck-hands would lift the traveller and bag- 
igage on board.

IS TEACHING GOING OUT? “l Cream Cheese—Pimento or Cream 


One of the questions raised at St. 
Catharines lately is the apparent 
lack of local teachers to fill the new 
positions on the staff being made by 
the erection of new schools and the 
places being opened by resignations. 
According to press reports, among 
the many teachers who have re- 
cently been appointed to the 3t. 
Catharines staff, There does not ap- 
pear to be a single 1 teacher, 


which fact leads the Journal to ask:! 


“If they are not training In this city 
for the teaching profession, why are 
they not?” Is it because that pro- 
fession no longer‘holds out any at- 
tractions for young men and wo- 
men? And if that is correct, why 
should it be so? Are they underpaid, 
or are they treated only like human 
chattels, that they are preferring to 
avoid a profession which formerly 
appealed to a very large class of am- 
bitious young men and women? 
Itsseems to me that the deficiency 
and the growing scarcity of capable 
teachers, is not alone a question of 
salary. Many a man‘is holding down 
a job at far less than he ought to be 
receiving simply because he likes the 
work and environment haa a great 
deal to do with the supply of help in 
every relationship of domestic, in- 
dustrial or professional life. It is 
probably along this line where 
teaching falls down, for undoubtedly 
there is a good deal of monotony in 
the teaching profession, and a good- 
ly number of the brighter girls 
won't enter upon the up-hill work of 
a teacher, even if the latter Is for- 
tunate enough to work. only about 
200 days a year. Such facts as these 
are no doubt having their influence 
upon the young women who are try- 
ing to decide upon their future, and 
as positions In various walks of life 
continue to multiply, It would seem 
to be a natural sequence that the 
teaching profession, no matter how 
highly paid, will appeal” with less 
force than It did in days gone by.
